W ith a loss estimated at $15,000, fire of undetermined ori­ 
gin destroyed the larfce bank barn on the former William B. 
Mcllhenny Woodside farm, near Hunterstown, and consumed 
more than IOO head of livestock at 3 o’clock this morning’. 
Besides the barn and its contents, the fire destroyed the 
hog pen, more than IOO chickens and most of the farming im­ 
plements. 
Horses, Cows, Hogs Lost 
Twenty-five head of cattle, including 24 Holstein cows; be­ 
tween 75 and IOO head of hogs, three horses, four mules and 
a jack, valued at $900, were lost in the dames which appar­ 
ently started in the lower part of the barn. 
One hundred bushels of corn and a large quantity of hay, 
straw and fodder, together with all the farming machinery 
with the exception of two corn plows and a wagon, were de- 
st royed. 
Jacob Hafner, tenant on the farm since last spring, esti­ 
mated his loss at $10,000, covered with $3,700 worth of insur­ 
ance. Woodside farm is owned by the Gettysburg National 
bank and officials of that institution estimated their loss at 
$5,000.
